people including their own 
race, They have been at- 
tending a white school 
though no white students 
were there, thus are 
taunted by other Negro 
children and youths and 
they are not accepted by 
white youths. When they 
were told to return to the 
Tuskeegee Negro high sch- 
ool after the closing of the 
white high school, they re- 
fused to do so, Why? One 


reason might be because 
they are now as a man 


without a country and might 
be the laughing stock of 
the other Negro students 
who have been attending the 
all-Negro school peaceful- 
ly and quietly all thistime, 
There is no doubt that the 
students at the all-Negro 
high school will complete 
the year better educated 
and with a better founda- 
tion for college work than 
the 12 Negro students with 
13 teachers. The students 
in the all-Negro — school 
have been at peace with 
themselves and with their 
friends. The 12 who allowed 
themselves to be placed 
where they were not wanted 
have in all probability be- 
come bitter and hard and 
are so unhappy they could- 
n’t learn, And if not bitter 
so full of hate and revenge 
in their hearts that it is 
impossible to get a lasting 
education. The 12 students 
are almost sure to be 
placed in another white 
school but they will never 
be happy if they are normal 
humans. They will remain 
as 12 alone and not ac- 
cepted by the whites nor 
their own race, They have 
been and will continue tobe 
12 alone and it is doubtful 
if they will remain at peace 
with each other, 

The parents of these 12 
students have done them 
an injustice, a great 
damage that they may never 
be able to overcome, In 
all probability they will 
come to regret what they 
have done to their children- 
that is if they are sincere 
parents, interested in the 
welfare and happiness of 
their off-spring. They 
probably are sincere in 
thinking they are doing 
their race a great service 
by sacrificing the happi- 
ness of their own children. 
Regardless of how many 
Negro children the federal 
government forces on cer- 
tain schools they will nev- 
er be accepted-tolerated, 
but not accepted. No one 
can be crammed down the 
throat of anyone. They’ll 
just belch them right back 
up. 

I maintain that if the 
Negro race had continued 
to educate themselves, 
work hard for what they 
wanted by the sweat of their 
own brow they would have 
succeeded in being accep- 
ted in most places though 
there will always be pla- 
ces where they’ re not want- 
ed and where they will not 
be allowed. If the Negro 
people had had more pa- 
tience they would have suc- 
ceeded much faster than 
they will now for now there 
is a fight against them in 
so many places that will 
not be overcome for ahun- 
dred years, 

Absolutely nothing has 
been gained by the Negro 
race and those of the race 
who wanted to earn their 
place have been set back 
with those who -have at- 
tempted to force themsel- 
ves on others at the ex- 
pense of someone else. 
White people are segre- 
gated among themselves- 
they have always been and 
will continue to always be, 
Negroes are segregated a- 
mong themselves and will 
continue to be. That is be- 
cause some are wealthy 
and their interest is dif- 
ferent. Not because one 
fraction is actually better 
than others but they do 
run in different circles, 

A wall has been built 
so high it is almost im- 
possible now for good re- 
lationship to continue a- 
mong the two races even 
in places where there has 
been no racial trouble. And 
that is not fair to these 
people, 

There is no question but 
that the Negro has had a 
hard time of it. But so 
have all of us, It has been 


hard to keep the wolt from 


the door and it will al- 
ways be so, Certainly the 
Negro people need good 
schools and in many in- 


stances it can only be got- 
ten by the races working 
together, But I maintain 
that both races should work 
for what they want and not 
try to get it by force or 
at the others expense. We 
all need to improve but 
by our own hard work, | 
will not climb up the back 


of someone else to get | 
somewhere nor will J al- 
low anyone to climb my 
back. We can and should 


live together in peace but 
so long as we have such 
men as Judge Johnson and 
the federal courts there 
will be troubles for both 
races,

(2) Where the house is 
10t enclosed and the pipes 
are exposed, cut the water 
off and drain the pipes. 

(3) If your drainage sys- 
tem is connected tothe pub- 
lic sewer, allow the water 
to drip slightly from both 
the hot and cold water fau- 
cets. This will keep the 
water in the pipes agita- 
ted, and help to prevent 
freezing. 

(4) Leave a light burn- 
ing in any unheated stor- 
age area where water pipes 
are located. Even the 
slightest bit of heat will 
help. 


(5) If 


water pipes do 


freeze, do not use a blow 
torch or open flame to 
thaw out the pipes, In case 
of fire you would have no 


water supply to fight a 
temporary action against 
the blaze. Also, extreme 


heat can cause trapped wa- 
ter to convert to steam un~ 
der high pressure thus rup- 


turing 
sulting In injury. A slow but 
safe procedure for thawing 
frozen pipes istouse heavy 
cloths soaked in hot water, 
This will loosen the ice 
from the sides of the pipe, 
and water movement will 
continue the thawing pro- 
cess.

FARM News 


PEANUTS & COTTON 


Two peanut and cotton 
meetings were held last 
week in Enterprise and El- 
ba. These meetings were 
held to bring out Coffee 
County farmers the latest 
research ‘‘know-how’’ on 
these two important crops. 

M, D, Bond, Peanut Sp- 
ecialist at Auburn Uni- 
versity, gave an excellent 
program on peanut produc- 
tion. John Henderson, Cot- 
ton Specialist at Auburn 
University, did equally as 
well in promoting good cot- 
ton production. 

Bond emphasized the 
importance of the following 
in order to get high yields 
of peanuts: 

1, Growing peanuts in 
rotation, A cotton-corn- 
peanut rotation works best. 

2. Turning land deep 
with a moldboard plow. | 

3. Getting a good stand. 

4, Dusting to control 
leafspot. 

Cotton Specialist, Hen- 
derson, emphasized the 
following points toremem- 
ber in making high yields 
of cotton; 

1, Plant on best cotton 
land. 

2. Get and keep a good 
stand. 

3. Plant a recommend- 
ed variety--Auburn 56, 
Carolina Queen, and De-~ 
Kalb 108 are especially 
good for south Alabama. 

4, Control weeds and 
grasses especially if you 


plan to harvest mechan- 
ically, 

5. Control cotton in- 
sects. 


About 60 farmers atten- 
ded the Enterprise meet- 
ings and 40 attended the 
Elba meetings.

SOIL TESTING 


Coffee County was about 
6th in the state last year 
in the number of soil sam- 
ples sent into the labora- 
tory at Auburn University. 

With the agricultural 
potential that we have, this 
county can easily move into 
Ist place in the number of 
soil samples submitted, 

The trouble with soil 
sampling in Coffee County 
is that most of it is being 
done by just a few farm- 
ers. 

One farmer will send in 
10-20 samples. This looks 
good from a number stand- 
point; but when we con- 
sider the number of farm- 
ers, the figures do not 
look encouraging. 

I would like to urge all 
farmers and cattlemen in 
the county to submit soil 
Samples on land tobe plan- 
ted incorn, cotton, peanuts, 


and pastures, 

Soil testing is also mi- 
ghty good for truck crops, 
lawns, and golf courses. 

We have the supplies at 
the county agent’s office in 
Enterprise and they are 
also available at every 
seed, feed, and fertilizer 
store in the county, 


PROTEIN IS 
ESSENTIAL FOR 
GROWING CALVES 


Growing Calves, like 
growing boys, need a gen- 
erous supply of protein, 

“Tlowever, many Ala- 
bama farmers are guilty of 
Starving young cattle of 
this essential food ele- 
ment,’ says Dr. J, W, 
Gossett, chairman of Au- 
burn University’s Exten- 
sion Animal Science Div- 
ision, 

Dr. Gossett says that 
farmers--in order toraise 
healthy, fast gaining cal- 
ves--must see that their 
young animals have from 
6/10 to 1 pound of diges— 
table protein daily. 

“Tt can be supplied in 
the calves’ diets through a 
protein supplement suchas 
one of the oil meals. Most 
calf rations should contain 
1 to 1 1/2 pounds of these 
protein supplements.’’ 

“Or, it may take the 
form of legume hay. A 
minimum of five pounds of 
legume hay fed daily to the 
calves would fulfill the pro- 
tein need.”’ 


CROP ROTATION 
HELPS CONTROL 
PEANUT DISEASES 


The least expensive 
practice for controlling 
peanut diseases is crop 
rotation, Planting peanuts 
after corn will almost e- 
liminate the farmers’ 
nematode problem, Dr. 
Norman Minton, in exper- 
iments at Headland, found 
that peanuts following corn 
without fumigation, A one- 
year rotation of peanuts 
with corn is adequate for 
nematode control, but it is 
necessary to use a three-

year rotation with corn for 
Southern blight or white 
mold control, 

The root-knot nematode 
that feeds on peanuts won’t 
feed on cotton, and the 
root~knot that feeds on cot- 
ton won’t damage peanuts, 
However, the root-knot 
type will not. This means 
that peanuts should follow 
corn; cotton should follow 
peanuts; and corn should 
follow cotton. Where this 
rotation is followed, nema-~ 
tode damage to cotton and 
peanuts should be of minor 


importance, 

Where possible, peanut 
land should be turned with 
a bottom plow tobury litter 
at least six inches six in- 
ches deep. Old crop resi- 
due onthe soil surface con- 
taining the Southern blight 
fungus causes peanuts to 
die after they bunch out, 

County Agent, Tom 
Casaday, reports that many 
peanut seed on the market 
this year will be treated 
with Ceresan and Captan. 
This mixed treatment 
should help to reduce seed- 
ling diseases.

According to Thompson, 
research has indicated that 
nitrogen is the most crit~ 
ical fertilizer element in 
pecan growing. For hear- 
ing trees, apply 1/2 pound 


of nitrogen per tree for 
each year of age up

By 
that, I mean, his office 
could become a regular 
lawyer’s office for individ- 
uals who think--rightly or 
wrongly-- their civil rights 
have been invaded. S 
people would have to d 
nothing more than claim 
their rights have been in- 
vaded and if the Attorney 
General sympathized with 
them, he could become 
their attorney; I am speak- 
ing of Title II, the public 
accommodations section of 
the Act, Title IV, the ed- 
ucation section of the act 
and Title III, the public 
facility section. Worse than 
that, he could supply what- 
ever lawyers they needed, 
do all their staff work, pay 
all their court costs, and 
all the rest--at no expense 
to them. But the bill car- 
ries no such free-for-all 
provisions for defendants. 
Defendants would still have 
to pay their own way. I call 
that revolutionary, Cer- 
tainly nothing this broad 
has ever been approved by 
a Committee before.

A: There is one I call 
government by injunction. 
Suppose a businessman has 
been charged with discrim- 
ination--and let me say, 
parenthetically, nobody 
seems inclined to define 
what is discrimination, 
certainly the bill doesn’t 
define it. Anyway, if a busi- 
nessman has been charged 
with discrimination and 
this businessman either 
cannot or will not comply 
with the Attorney General’s 
orders, the Attorney Gen- 
eral, under the provisions 
f this bill (Title II, Sec.

Q: Why is that? Since

is under discussion; why do 
neither it or 


you suppose 
other key words have been 
defined? 


A, Well, only those who 
wrote the bill can give you 
an authoritative answer 
and, as I say, they aren’t 
talking. But there are one 
or two logical reasons, it 
seems to me, why they 
chose not to define them, 

2: Such as? 

A: Well, try to define 
a religion--not religion, 
mind you, the worship of 
God, but rather, whatis a 
specific religion, You 
can’t, not within the mean- 
ing of this bill. Anyone, 
you see, can create a re- 
ligion of his own devising 
and that specific ‘‘re- 
ligion’’ is whatever he says 
it is, not what you say it 
is, Itis worth noting, there- 
fore, under the open-end 
language of this bill, a 
person, having created a 
*freligion’’ of his own, 
might put that on his appli- 
cation, demand the job he 
sought, and then, ifhe were 
refused employment, claim 
‘‘discrimination’’ because 
of his religion. 

Q: Isn’t that a rather 
extreme example? 

A: Indeed it is; the 
applicant, of course, would 
have to be qualified in other 
respects. At least, I sup- 
pose he would. And if you 
ask me what ‘‘qualified’’ 
means, I can’t answer that 
either, that is, I can’t as 
it would be used by a fed- 
eral inspector, In any e- 
vent, I use this extreme 
illustration only to demon- 
strate what could happento 
us without definitions for 
these key words. The bill 
doesn’t say ‘‘recognized 
religion’, or any -such 
thing, only ‘‘religion’’. The 
illustration is extreme be- 
cause this is an extreme 
bill. 

Q: Does the same sort 
of thing go for the word 
**discrimination’’? 

A: Yes, TOaneven grea-~ 
ter degree. You should re- 
call, the earlier bill--the 
bill the present one re- 
places--used a more 
definitive phrase, “racial 
imbalance’’, and used itin- 
terchangably with ‘‘dis- 
crimination’ in Title IV, 
So, at one time we had a 
pretty good idea as tothe 
meaning of ‘‘discrim- 
ination’’, what the limit was 
to be. But after it was point- 
ed out that ‘‘racial imbal-

ance ‘ means nothing more 
or less than the quota sys- 
tem: So many whites on

that phrase ‘‘racial balan- 
ce”’ or racial imbalance’’ 
edited out, the bill now per- 
mits each governmental a- 
gency which would be con- 
cerned with civil rights en- 


forcement--and more than 


100 such agencies would 
be involved--it allows each 
of them to determine for 
itself what is ‘‘discrimi- 
nation’, Thus, you see, the 
new version actually 
broadens its meaning. What 
will be ruled to be dis- 
crimination’’ could mean 
anything, racial imbalance 
or even racial discrimina- 
tion-in-reverse; special 
privilege for special peo- 
ple. 

Q: You can’t be serious, 
A: Indeed I am. They 
are already at it. Let me 
illustrate; The Department 
of Labor, the king pinof all 
the civil rights enforce- 
ment agencies, already has 
set the tenor, On January 
17, this year, Secretary of 
Labor Wirtz put into effect 
a rule which applies to ap- 
prenticeship training pro- 
grams. In it he said those 
engaged in these programs 
were to take whatever steps 
were necessary, and here] 
quote him, ‘‘to remove the 
effects of previous prac- 
tices under which discrim- 
ination patterns of employ- 
ment may have resulted,’’ 

Q: What does that mean? 
What previous practices? 

A: Who knows? The 
more you think about it, 
the more it frightens you, 
One of the things it can 
mean is preferential hiring 
and that is the point to all 
of this. This bill empowers 
governamental: agencies to 
do whatever they please, it 
allows them, as the Secre- 
tary’s order says, to take

whatever steps they think 
‘necessary’, Here, let me 
quote you Section 711-B of 
the act itself; ‘‘The Presi- 
dent is authorized to take 
such action as may be ap- 
propriate to prevent the 
committing or continuing of 
an unlawful employment 
practice... 

Q: The way that reads, 
he can do anything. 

A: Just about. Fact is, 
since we are denied adefi- 
nition of discrimination-- 
except that it means what- 
ever the President, or his 
appointees in the Federal 
agencies, says it means-- 
and since this bill gives the [ 
President blanket authority 
to enforce undefined non- 
discrimination, why, ab- 
solute power is in the 
making. Tyranny, actually. 

Q: What precedent have 
we for this sort of thing? 

A: None. The truth is, 
if the Civil Rights bill now 
pending becomes law, de~
